the Eſtates and Fortunes of the Loyaliſts as the Confideration for the Property 
plundered. This being the Fact alledged by the American Commiſfioners to 


the ſeveral States, as a Reaſon for not reſtoring the confiſcated Property; and 


which will not be denied by the Miniſter who made the Peace, it is evident 
that the Property of the Loyaliſts has been given up by the Britiſh Government, 
not only as the Price of Peace, but as an adfual Compenſation for the Injuries and 
| Damages done by its own Servants; for whoſe Conduct the Government, and not the 


* were accountable; 

Upon evtifidering theſe Facts, it muſt occur to every Perſon capable of 
Reflection, that the Property of a Britiſh Subject in America was as much en- 
titled to the Protection of the State; as that of any Subject in Great- Britain; 


that the State can have no more Right to give up or diſpoſe of the ont to ſatisfy 
a Demand made upon the Nation than the other ; and that if the Depredations 
of the Britiſh Forces iti America muſt be paid for, all Juſtice and Law required 


that it ſhould be done out of the public Exchequer, or by the whole Nation, and 


not at the Expence of a few Individuals. Indeed it is impoſſible to conceive 
any Act more arbitrary, unjuſt, and oppreſſive, that that of applying the Pro- 
perty of à few faithful Citizens to diſcharge a Demand upon a whole Society; 
and yet this has been done in the Caſe of the Loyaliſts, becauſe the Value of 


the Britiſh Plunder in America gteatly exceeded that of their Property con- 


fiſcated, and the Nation would ſave many Millions by the Bargain; beſides 


Twenty, if not Forty Millions which it muſt have coſt the Nation, had the War 


been continued one or two Years longer —Is it poſſible that a free, opulent, 


and great People can refuſe to pay a few of their Fellow. ſubjects for the ir Pro- 


pony thus arbitrarily devoted to the common Benefit ! 
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
